It appears, then, that the thrifty 
do not much need government aid to protect them against 
the vicissitudes of life. 


The ones u~ho stand to gain from the government pro- 


gram are the happy-go-lucky souls who spend their incomes 
as received, and. u-hen disabled, take advantage of altruism, 
and live off the savings of the prudent. The only real justi- 
fication for having government intervene in any wav in the 
problem of social security is to prevent the thriftless from 
thus sponging upon the thrifty. 


The logical method of accomplishing this end is indi- 


cated by the way that various states have handled the auto- 
mobile accident problem. They have used the power of com- 
pulsion, inhering only in government, to compel motor vehi- 
cle owners to take out with approved private companies the 
minimum amount of liability insurance deemed necessary to 
compensate those whom their automobiles may injure. 


This system seems to have develoned no major defects.

The underhair is the valuable part, FO the stiff 
giiajrd hairs are plucked out. 


A type of seal which is again quite popular is the Labador 
or commonly called Hair Seal It ia this hAir seal or sea. 
lion that we see in captivity in zoos. True Seal have no 
thick underfur, only hair. They are considered only fairly 
desirable for wear.
